Cheyenne, Wyo., Feb. 10.—A bandit held up and robbed twenty passengers in a sleeping car

nor Willis and made a plea for a commutation of Skribner's sen- 
tence, the latter being a Russian by birth. 


Skribner who cannot speak English 
has maintained a stoic 


air that caused him to be known as "the silent man." 
.He has 


frequently asserted, however, that he preferred electrocution to 
life imprisonment. Evidence was presented to Governor Willis to 
show that Skribner is mentally unbalanced. 


Governor Willis gave out a statement in which he gave his rea- 


sons for commuting Skribner's sentence. 


He said he believed Skribner should be allowed to serve the 


real of his natural life unless new evidence is disclosed which is fa- 
vorable to his case. 


He emphasized the facts that the prisoner's mental condition 


was bad and that he had practically no friends or acquaintances in 
this country. Neither is he familiar with the English language, 


the governor said. 


These details were all taken into consideration in commuting 


the sentence, the governor declared. 


The governor said he did not reach his decision until early 


this morning. He spent the entire night in considering the records.

porarily enjoining Attorney General Turner from giving an offi- 
cial opinion concerning-, or otherwise intwferring with th» affairs 
of the Geiger-Jones Company, of Canton, Ohio. The Blue Sky de- 
partment had undertaken to investigate the affairs of the Geiger- 
Jones Company, dealers in industrial securities 
and 
had filed 


charges with Turner asserting that the company was not comply- 
ing with the provisions of the law. 


The company asked for an injunction against interference with 


its affairs and attacked the constitutionally of the Blue Sky law 
among other points raised. The case has been pending for several 
months. 


An opinion prepared by 'Judge Sater in connection with the 


decision declares that the Ohio law was even more radical than 
the Michigan "Blue Sky" law which was declared unconstitutional 
some time ago.

REGULATING DOCTORS 


Since doctors in Ohio have been so actively engaged the past 


few yeais in attempting to regulate newspapers by statutory pro- 
visions -we suppose it is no more than hnman nature that newspa- 
pers should think of retaliatory measures, and we are not 
sur- 


prised to note that some such action is cofatemplated by the Buck- 
eye Press Association, an organization of weekly newspapers. On 
the program for its meeting this month is a paper entitled 
"Pro- 


tecting the public by compelling physicians and surgeons to 
pub- 


lish in nearest newspaper statements concerning school of gradua- 
tion, years of experience and where, prices, office hours, etc., by 
an act of the legislature." The subject is to be discussed by 
Editor Lloyd Gehres, of Waverly, and others, and it is likely that 
a hill along the lines indicated will be prcesnted to the next legis- 
lature. If the bill is designed merely to "get even" or to compel 
doctors to spend a little money in advertising, 
it 
ought 
to be 


beaten. We have no sympathy with it. If doctors do not want to 
advertise, that is their business and they have a right to do as they 
please 
At the same time if they Wish to make nuisances of 


themselves by trying to regulate everybody else so as to increase 
their own incomes, which after all is at the bottom of most of their 
activities however they man conceal it by specious claims of "for 
public 'good", they must expect retaliation. 


As a plain matter of protection to the public, there may be 


a reason why a man Trho starts put to practice medicine should 
tell the public who he is, what he is, and what his experience has 
been. There are incompetents in the medical profession, 
as in 


other professions, and unfortunately a mistaken 
sense of ethical 


devotion causes the more able members to cover and 
cloak 
the 


shortcomings and errors of less gifted or 
positively 
incompetent 


physicians. We hope that some of these days an equitable 
basis 


will be reached by which not only the sale of me'diicncs but also 
the practitioners of medicine will be strongly regulated 
by the 


government. It will be a good thing and no reputable ami capable 
physician, nor honest manufacturer of proprietary mediemca will 
object.

He said he believed Skribner should be allowed to serve the 


rest of his natural life unless new evidence is disclosed which is fa- 
vorable to his case.

was bad and that he had practically no friends or acquaintances in 
this country. Neither is he familiar with the English language 
the governor said.

At the same time if they wish to make nuisances of 
themselves by trying to regulate everybody else so as to increase 
their own incomes, which after all is at the 'bottom of most of their 
activities however they man conceal it by specious claims of "for 
public good", they must expect retaliation. ,
